It has 
been rumored that he attempted to emigrate to the United States, but that he had been reject- 
ed for reasons unknown. ;

Front, which is numerically the largest of all Bulgarian Brils organisations, with represent- 
atives throughout the world. One group, under DOCHEV, is ultra-nationalist and does not be- 
lieve in cooperation with other exile groups. The other tying, sunder ii tefan POPOV, is much 
less extreme in its views, and willing to cooperate with the majority of Bulgarians in exile 
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
